sickness, nor sorrow, nor death, nor tears

My next point was Johnstown. There 
I found Brother Haskins just ready to en- 
ter upon protracted work, The church 
in all Us departments is in good condi 
tion, and the meeting opened up very 
promisingly. I remained with them three 
nights, and saw two precious young hearts 
turn their faces toward Him who is not 
only able, but willing andanxiousto save. 
I left them on Thursday rather reluctant- 
ly, for "it was good to be there," and I 
gladly would have remained, but duty 
called elsewhere. 

From Johnstown I went to the l'ike 
church, where on Thursday night I talked 
to a full house, on the subject of the S. 
S. C. E. On Friday we had snow, storm, 
and extreme cold. As a consequence our 
congregation was not so large that night, 
though larger than we had dared to hope. 
Many of our sisters were not present, and 
though we effícted an organi/.ation, it 
was much smaller than we had hoped to 
organize. It numbered only twelve, but 
to this number we hope many others will 
be added. 

On Saturday we were taken to the Fair- 
view church at Vinco. The weather was 
extremely cold, the roads very much 
drifted, se that at one place we had to 
take down fences and drive through the 
field. We had a fair congregation that 
night, better stíli on Sunday morning 
and quite good on Sunday night. Here 
we organized an S. S. C. E. of twenty- 
four members with sister Matilda Singer 
as president. I feel quite hopeful for this 
society, and believe it will do good work. 


On Monday I went to Conemaugh, and 
held one service for them, receiving some 
financial aid. From there I came to Al- 
toona, and am to-day pleasantly situated 
at the home of brother D. E. Furry. My 
next stopping place will be McKees, a 
new point for me. There I hope to in- 
terest them in the S. S. C. E. t and or- 
ganize a society. The work is growing, 
slowly but surely, and though some of the 
churches are not vet. ready to fall into 
line, we trust they will be in the near 
future. We hope our pastors will put 
forth prayerful efforts to develop a mis- 
sionary spirit in their churches ; then the 
Aid Societies will gladly beconie Chris- 
tian Endeavor Societies, cheerfully giving 
a part of their earnings to the general 
treasury for rnissiòn purposes. O, that 
our hearts were filled nio re and morè with 
love for souls, then would many a dollar 
now spent for worldly amusements, table 
luxúries, and bodily adornment, be given 
for the spread of the Gospel. Then 
would many an hour now spent in light, 
trashy reading, in idle gossip, or in hair- 
curling be spent in the study of God's 
word that we mtghtknow morè of His will 
concerning us, and in prayer for precious 
blood bought souls, that they might turn 
from darkness unto that light that shineth 
from heaven, to illumine the dark places. 
O, for morè consecration to Christ ! O, 
for morè of Christ in our hearts ? O, for 
morè of the Christ life in our souls I O, 
for morè of the Spirit of Christ in our 
daily lives ! Then would we be helping 
to answer our prayer, "Thy Kingdom 

come."
